ITALY FACES LOSS 
OF AFRICAN EMPIRE 


And Offensive against Italy 
Proper Also Looms, 
London Believes 


By HEW ITT M ACKENZIE 
T he danger th a t Italy m ay lose 
her whole African em pire In the 
fast moving Anglo-Allied offensive 
was pointed out yesterday. 
T his idea was p u t forw ard m ere­ 
ly as a possibility, since anything 
more definite would be counting 
unhatched chicks 
The possibility 
is strong enough, however, so th a t 
we are entitled to take a look at 
w hat the results 
of 
such a loss 
m ight be. 
London 
m ilitary circles already 
are discussing one potential effect 
—an offensive against Italy proper, 
with u ltim ate Invasion 
in 
view. 
T h at certainly would be a natural 
developm ent under 
favorable cir­ 
cum stances, but its fruition m ust 
depend on w hat H err H itler docs 
to counter th e Allied successes in 
the M editerranean, 
If M ussolini should be knocked 
out of Africa. B ritain would have 
improved 
h er 
position 
so 
im ­ 
m easurably as to perm it of a t least 
a powerful offensive by air and by 
sea against Italy. 
Plenty of Ruses 
So far as concerns Rome, B rit­ 
annia would be absolute m istress 
of th e eastern M editerranean and 
possessed of plentiful bases. 
W ith 
all Fasciso th rea ts to Egypt and

TUE REALISTS 
TDemaree Bess, reporting an interview with Vidkum 
Quialing. Norway's “fuehrer,” for the Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post, says the mon whose name has become a 
synonym for treachery has no misgivings He believes 
IM is behaving like a realist; that Germany is the 
coming country and he has climbed aboard the band­ 
wagon, as it were. 
-This realistic behavior business gets almost too 
thick to stir sometimes. Superficially, today’s realists 
are the dominant political groups of Germany, Italy. 
Japan and the several minor nations whose wagons 
hu*ye been bitched to the totalitarian star. All others 
are idealists, fuddy-duddies, or decadent democrats, 
according to the realists. 
As Robert Sherwood, the playwright, sometimes 
has pointed out, the authoritarians really are noth­ 
ing more or less than the illusory triumph of effic­ 
iency applied to politics, something like the triumph 
of mass production in industry. For it might be said, 
authoritarianism is literal-mindedness gone haywire 
Everything has been figured out as though human be­ 
ings wore automatons. 
Tile shortcoming of the Quislings, who think the 
“smart” thing to do Is to get on the side with the 
greater array of “realism" is their failure to under­ 
stand thai the ultimate realism 
is 
concerned with 
things infinitely more complex then tile superficial 
orderliness and apparent efficiency of authoritarian 
.societies. 
One of those things, perhaps the essential thing 
tha? makes men different from sheep, is rheir in­ 
stinctive revolt against overdoses of 
realism. 
Mr 
Bess says Quizling admits readily that he is having 
trouble lining up support for himself In Norway, but 
apparently it never occurred to him that Norwegians 
as a whole may resist Hitlerism 
because 
they 
are 
more, not less, realistic than he is. 


UNPLEASANTLY VAGUE 
It is not easy to imagine that congress willingly 
will hand the executive department a blank check 
for aid to countries fighting the good fight. 
That 
isn’t the congressional way. 
Tho tentative draff of the bill declaring such aid 
to be official policy, it is said, contains no sums, but 
would authorize whatever future appropriations may 
be required from time to time. 'Thus, congress would 
retain control of the policy; by refusing to vote a new 
appropriation it could change tile policy at will. 
But because it would leave 
disposition 
of 
the 
motley up to the executive, congressional opposition 
mgy be expected. It will be proposed, in all probabil­ 
ity, that congress should appropriate so much money 
for Britain so much for China, so much for Greece 
and so on. 
The alternative, critics will say, Is un­ 
pleasantly vague. 
H ow ler, it must be plain by this time that what 
the United States is trying to do is give the military 
pawers some thing to think about. 
It wants Hitler, 
Mussolini and associates to wonder how much assist­ 
a n t trtH* be forthcoming from 
Washington. 
It is 
p'aying their own game of keeping the other fellow 
guaasinfr 
Tile idea is to make the amount of aid unpleasant­ 
ly vague to the governments which have been able 
to ‘figure, out everything, except what the United 
S ates-Is prepared to do. Under Hie circumstances, it 
looks Uke one place where the congressional way of 
dc(hg Things probably could be suspended without 
doing any irremediable harm. 


FIXED COST ITEMS 
As all old hands know and most new hands soon 
find out, there is no practical way to cut the cost of 
government. 
It is a major triumph just to keep it j 
from going higher year by year. 
This .J# due to the fact that 
ulmost everything , 
about government is a fixed cost item, as President 
Ribose, eh has pointed out on those ocacsions when 
eeonoirrteurs like Sen, Taft managed to get into hit* 
hair 
Tin1 debt costs so much, pensions coft so much, 
congress says so much belongs to farmers, the navy 
costs so much and so Oh—e pluribus unum. 
A new fixed cost item now seems to be fastening 
itself on the budget—work relief. 
With employment! 
increasing by leaps and bounds, the budget for the 
next fiscal jear specifies $995,000,000 for work relief. I 
about a th rd of a billion less than the current appro­ 
priation of $975,000,000 plus a request for a supple­ 
mentary appropriation of $350,000,000. 
This amounts 
to saying that the fixed cost of work relief, all else 
bt ink’ favorable, is now estimated at about a billion 
doptra a year. As President Roosevelt said in trails- i 
nutting the budget to congress, “some people cannot 
be fitted into the employment picture." 
It is noteworthy that the people under discussion 
still are nominally employable, 
however, 
and thus 
entitle d to work relief under the existing plan of j 
making the federal government responsible for em­ 
ployables and local and state government responsible ! 
for unemployables.

Ail the resources of the i 
organized medical profession have j 
been organized to carry on this 
work. 
Naturally the work has to be di- j 
vided and a mere enumeration of 
the committees which indicates the \ 
work they are doing will show how i 
widely planned the work is. There I 
is, for instance, a Committee o n : 
Infectious Diseases which has set I 
up consultant groups for possible j 
epidemics of influenza, pneumonia, j 
meningitis, measles, etc.; a Com- I 
mittee on Tropical Diseases pre- I 
sages the possibility of our occu- I 
pation of tropical areas. There Is a I 
Committee on Transfusions. 
The I 
very 
important 
technical 
point 
which this committee must decide 
is to make available material for j 
blood transfusions in large amounts j 
at any given point. In order to do j 
this, blood hanks must be prepared . 
and collections made of serum, 
which often does as much good as 
whole blood. 
Many Different Committees 
There are Committees on Hp art 
Disease. 
Tuberculosis, 
Nutrition, j 
Diet, Surgery, Anaesthesia. X-ray, 
a Committee on Methods to Facili­ 
tate Wound Healing, which will be 
marie available In every hospital j 
and base hospital. 
Every branch of medicine and I 
surgery has a sub-committee whim I 
has control of special problems 
An extremely important commit­ 
tee i s that 
chi Aviation Medicine. 


It has been said that the Ger- j 
mans and the English are far ahead 
of the United States in research on 
aviation problems. Tile great prob­ 
lem at the moment of writing is 
the so-called "blackout” which re­ 
sults from rapid diving, but I think 
I can say of my own knowledge 
that progress Is being made in this 
field and that American research 
on the subject has not only re­ 
ceived at first hand all the research 
material which the English have 
accumulated but also it has made 
many independent advances of its 
own 
Experienced Medical Men 
The members who have 
been 
placed on these committees are all 
known to me by reputation, and 
many of them personally, and I 
feel that no better selections could 
have been made. They are all men 
of wide experience in their field, 
many of whom have made import­ 
ant contributions to medical science 
and all of whom have had practical 
experience with the actual con­ 
ditions over which they have juris­ 
diction. 
I feel a great deal of satisfaction 
as an American in these arrange­ 
ments. If the other details of na­ 
tional defense are being handled as 
efficiently and are going forward 
as rapidly, we have no grounds for j 
fear.

The fact that it. is con­ 
nected with headaches would indi­ 
cate that it is mostly nervous in 
origin. Tile less you think about 
it, the better, because it has no 
serious significance.
